Believe Stern

Tel Aviv, Israel, Sept. 1 8 — 
(AP)—The Israeli government 
announced tonight that its in- 
tensive manhunt for the assas- 
sins of Count Folke Bernadotte 
has resulted in the 
arrest 
of 
"some of the supposed leaders 
of the Stern gang." 


The government has charg- 
ed the Sternists, a Jewish ex- 
tremist group, with the slaying 
of the United Nations mediator 
and his French aide, Col. Andre 
. Serot, in the Jewish part of Je- 
rusalem yesterday. 
; Israeli authorities began moving 
Jewish troops into position in the 
fear that the shooting down of Ber- 
nadotte and Serot might be followed 
by a fullscale war witli the Arabs. 
Make 2MArrests 


The Israel announcement said 
more than 200 arrests have been 
made in the attempts to comb out 
the killers. Jerusalem's 90,000 Jewish 
residents have been placed under 
virtual house arrest by a curfew or- 
der. 


House-to-house searches brought 
150 arrests In Jerusalem and the 
seizure of a considerable quanity of 
arms, the announcement said. Fifty 
arrests were made in other por- 
tions of Israel, including 40 in the 
Tel Aviv area. 


A spokesman said the Israeli army 
has invited members of the UJi. 
staff who witnessed the f^sassina- 
tons to view a parade of suspects 
which probably will be held tomor- 
row. 
Asks Jews For Help 
"Jews were called upon to rise and 
track down the "traitors 
in 
our 
midst" and the "criminal gang re- 
sponsible" for the slayings. All roads 
into Jerusalem were closed. No de- 
partures were allowed from Israel's 
airfields and harbors in order to 
prevent suspects from slipping out 
of the country. 


Meanwhle, high United Nations 
officials in Haifa disclosed that a 
recommendation may be sent 
to 
the security council in Paris calling 
for the creation of a 6,000-man in- 
ternational army. 


Such a force, the informants said, 
is the minimum now believed to be 
required for the job of compelling 
Jews and Arabs to accept the auth- 
-ority of the U.N. over the 
Holy 
City. 
Count Wanted Garrison 


They said Bernadotte, in an ab- 
ortive Attempt to persuade the war- 
ring sides to demilitarize Jerusalem 
two months ago, had in mind an 
International force of 2300 to 3,000 
lo garrison Jerusalem. Fierce battles 
which since have taken place dur- 
ing the "shooting truce" were said 
to have convinced him before his 
desttt that he had grebtly under- 
estimated 
the 
military 
pressure 
which would have to be appled. 


One veteran of the U.N. mission to 
Palestine said the assassination of 
Bernadotte "may finally open up 
the eyes of the world powers to the 
fact that you cant get anywhere in 
peace efforts here by shooting the 
apposing sides full of moral holes 
with resolutions."

South Africa 
Termed Anti-Red; 
With West Powers 


Capetown, South Africa, Sept. 18 
—South Africa's hatred of commun- 
ism has lined her up with the west- 
ern powers despite anti-British feel- 
ing of some leaders in her new na- 
tionalist-Afrikaner government. 


Western fears that this strategic- 
ally placed British dominion might 
retire into neutral isolation—as Eire 
did in the last war—have largely 
disappeared in recent weeks. 


Field Marshal Jan Smuts' pro-em- 
pire government was toppled in last 
spring's elections. Smuts was suc- 
ceeded as prime minster by Dr. 
Daniel F. Malan, 74-year-old Na- 
tionalist party leader who long has 
advocated pulling out of the British 
connhonweal th. 


Malan formed a cabinet that in- 
cludes no ministers of British an- 
cestry or pro-empire leanings. 


But in his first few months of 
power, the Nationalist leader has 
done little to support early opposi- 
tion predictions that his govern- 
ment would take an independent 
Republican course. 


The situation has changed since 
Malan and his supporters of Dutch 
ancestry favored neutrality in the 
two World Wars against Germany. 


New Delhi, Sept. 18 — UP) — India 
cracked down today on Hyderabad 
by appointing a military governor 
for the conquered princely state. 


This step was taken by the domin- 
ion of India as Hyderabad state 
troops surrendered unconditionally 
and a triumphant Indian armored 
column marched into Secunderabad, 
military garrison for the capital of 
Hyderabad. 


A 7 p.m. to 6 a.m. curfew was 
clamped on Hyderabad city, the 
capital. 


Orders were issued for the arrest 
of Qazim Razvi, the fiery Moslem 
leader who4iad vowed Holy War if 
India dared put foot on the "Holy 
Islamic soil of Hyderabad." 


Reliable sources said India would 
order dissolution of the Rakazars, 
the private army of Razvi. Where- 
abouts of Razvi was not known. 


Prime Minister Jawaharal Nehru 
In a radio broadcast tonight con- 
gratulated all of India, including 
'Hyderabad, for restraint and discip- 
line and said "let there be no talk 
of communal and other false doc- 
trines and ignoble urges giving rise 
to that antagonism." 


Nehru shed no light on the future 
status of the Nizam. 


Political sources and the Indian 
Press were critical of the Nizam's 
cease fire proposal and the an- 
nouncement that he had formed a 
new cabinet.. 


They said the Nizam had done 
nothing which he had not been 
asked to before the invasion vas 
launched. They say the situation is 
changed now with the defeat of the 
Nizam's armed forces and that it is 
not up to . the Nizam to say what 
should be done in the future. 


The triumphant entry into Secun- 
derabad came six days after India 
invaded Hyderabad 
for the 
an- 
nounced purpose of restoring order 
in the state. 


The invasion was the climax to 
steadfast opposition by the Nizam to 
Indian demands that 
Hyderabad 
join the.dominion. 
Yesterday the 
tfizam bowed to the superior Indian 
forces and issued a cease fire order. 


Republican Terms

"There are some smooth talkers 
and fast workers holding key posi- 
tions in the women's organization."

Western Envoys 
Meet With Molotov 


Moscow, Sept. 18—(JP)—The wes- 
tern envoys met today with foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov possibly to 
receive final Russian word on pro- 
posals for settling the Berlin crisis. 


The usual secrecy surrounding the 
session—the 11th in the Kremiln on 
East-West differences in the past 
51 days and the second this week. 


U. S. Ambassador Walter Bedell 
Smith told newsmen after today's 
talks: 


"The three western envoys had a 
delightful two hour and 30 minute 
talk with Mr. Molotov. I have no 
comment." 


He would not say whether the 
meetings were at an end or would 
be continued. 


Chicago, Sept. 18—(£»)—Residents 
of the Chicago area had a look at 
the army's new giant B-36 bomber 
today. 


As part of the Air Force Day ob- 
servance, the big plane flew low over 
the city and its environs. The plane 
was one of five which were sent on 
show-off tours by the Air Force. 


Flying a non-stop round trip from 
its base at Ft. Worth, Tex., the plane 
seen here also visited seven other 
midwest cities. 


As tall as a four-story building— 
46 feet, Seven inches from wheels to 
tail tip—the hjjge bomber is 163 
feet long, 230 feet wide. Its gross 
weight is 278,000 pounds. 


It can carry 10,000 pounds of bombs 
as far as 10,000 miles and up to 
72,000 pounds for shorter distances. 


Washington, Sept. 18—(£»)—Con- 
gressional spy hunters made public 
today testimony of'a former ambas- 
sador to Russia that President Roo- 
sevelt shared "the general impres- 
sion" that the State Department 
secret code during the war was "not 
secure." 


The testimony was given to a one 
man subcommittee of the House un- 
American Activities committee as 
Los Angeles last Thursday by ad. 
W. H. Standley, retired. 
He was 
ambassador to Russia from Febru- 
ary 1942 until October 1943. 


The subcommittee consisted of 
Rep. Richard M. Nixon (R-Cal.). 


Standley testified that President 
Roosevelt 
occasionally 
used 
the 
Navy code instead of the State ^De- 
partment code in sending messages 
to the ambassador because he was 
concerned over leaks of information. 


"It was the general impression," 
he said, "that the State Department 
codes were not secure." 


Standley said the Navy code was 
substituted because it was known to 
never have been broken "and prob- 
ably has not to this day." 


He said it was "common knowldge 
at that time that there were leaks 
front the State Department" and 
that the codes "were insecure." 


Marshall Flying 
To Paris For 
U.N. Meeting 


Washington, Sept. 18—(fP)—Sec- 
1 tary of State Marshall flies to Paris 
tomorrow for a United Nations As- 
sembly meeting that may produce a 
fateful showdown with Russia over 
the blockade of Berlin. 


Whether this showdown actually 
occurs probably was determined to a 
considerable degree in Moscow to- 
day at a meeting between Soviet 
Foreign Minister Molotov and the 
envoys of America, Britain 
and 
France. 


Molotov was expected to indicate 
finally Russia's attitude toward lift- 
ing the blockade. There was intense 
interest here as to whether the Rus- 
sian leader would would say "yes", 
"no" or try to stall off the day ofj 
decision awhile longer. 


Molotov as well as Marshall. Brit- 
ain's Foreign Minister Bevin and 
the French foreign minister are all 
due to be in Paris at the same time. 
There has been consideiable specu- 
lation here that the Moscow talks 
on the Berlin crisis might be taken 
up directly by these top level minis- 
ters in informal talks outside the 
United Nations session. However, it 
can be reported on excellent author- 
ity that up to today no plan had 
been made for any Big Four foreign 
ministers discussion of the Berlin 
crisis. Responsible American officials 
were notably unanthusiastic about 
the idea, contending that if Molotov 
wants to arrange any high level con- 
ference on Germany he must first 
lift the blockade.

Thunder jet Falls 
Apart In Mid-Air,

He was 
rescued in about two minutes by a 
Dallas man motorboatmg with his 
son.

Some said they already had low- 
ered the amounts they've been pay 
ing for "new used" and late model

cars

anticipation 
that 
stiffer credit terms will make them 
harder to resell. 


And some finance men expressed 
the view that the controls, by fore 
ing high monthly payments, will 
put late model cars beyond the reach 
of many families with incomes up to 
$4,000 or even more. 


With half the nation's families 
having incomes under $2,300, the 
number of squeezed out of the mar- 
ket could run to millions. 


For cars costing $1,800, which is 
the low price field today, tie re- 
quired terms would run $600 "down 
and roughly $80 a month for 18 
months.

would take one-fourth the monthly 
income of a $3,840-a-year family, 
while operating would swell the ex- 
pense further.

The 
assembly 
meets Tuesday. 


Bernadotte's report was received 
here yesterday by courier 
a few 
hours after his death. In a per- 
sonal letter to Lie which accom- 
panied it, Bernadotte urged early 
consideration of the report at this 
"crucial stage" of Palestine affairs. 


Lie angrily told the security coun- 
cil that the assassination of the me 
diator was "a direct act of attempt-

"Successful Hessian fly control" 
depends largely upon cultural prac- 
tices that will prevent the adult 
flies from finding suitable host 
plants on which to deposit their 
eggs," he asserts. "Peak flight and 
egg-laying occur in late September. 
The flies live only a few days, and 
if no young food plants are present 
they will die without 
depositing 
their eg^s, or will place them on 
other plants where the rate of sur- 
vival will be low. 


Wheat in this area was seriously 
damaged by Hessian fly in 1946. 


"Because the present Hessian fly 
population is so large,-we may ex- 
pect a serious Hessian fly infestation 
in the 1948-49 crop if volunteer 
wheat is not destroyed this fall and 
if the recommended planting dates 
are not strictly observed," Decker 
warned. '
